JABEZ SWAN. 


The Harly Struggles and Career of a Fa- 
mous Babtist Evangelist. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Lonpon, Conn., November 21.—The funeral 
of the Rev. Jabez Swan, the famous Baptist exhort- 
er, occurs here to-day, and will be largely attended. 
The ending of his notable life was peaceful and 
painless. His age was 88. He was well known to 
the people of Southern New England and New York 
State as Elder Swan, a title the Baptists were wont 
to confer on their preachers years ago. He was a 
native of Stonington. When the British fleet 
bombarded that place in 1814 he 
served as powder monkey to the cannoneers 


that defended the town. At 2 he was a licensed 
preacher, but thinking himself insufficiently edu- 
cated for his work he determined to take a theologi- 
at Madison University, then in its infan-

NEEDS REFORM. 


A Government System Which Costs 
Us Over $16 for Each Inhabitant.

In Ill-Governed Cincinnati and Well-Gov- 

erned Philadelphia the Cost is Only. a 
Little Above Half as Much—Some Inter- 
esting Figures. 


No more odious comparison could be presented to 
the citizens of St. Louis than a comparison of the 
revenue and expenditures of this city with those of 
other large cities in the oountry. Still, an exhibit of 
this kind is wholesome, and there is in it a powerful 
argument in favor of the organization of some 
body which shall devise means for reducing the 
enormous cost of municipal government here. 
The total of expenditures for, the city 
of St. Louis during the fiscal year 
1882-1888 was $5.726,429. On the basis of the census 
of 1880, when the population of the city was 850,518 
this expenditure represents a taxation of a little 
more than $16 per annum on every mee woman 
and child inthe city. Cincinnati, which has the 
reputation of being the worst-governed city in the 
country, had a population in 1880 of hardly an hun- 
dred thousand less than Louis—255, 139, 
yet the total of expenditures of that city last 
year was only $2,718, just half of the St. Louis 

This represents a tax-rate of only $10 63 on 
each inhabitant. Philadelphia, with a population 
of 847,110 in 1880, made a total expenditure of 88, 
500,106, representing a tax of | 

ONLY $10 68 
upon each inhabitant. Baltimore, with a population 
of $32,318, very little below the figures of St. Louis. 
expended only $3.878,804, representing a tax of 
511 67 on each inhabitant. 

The only comfort open to St. Louis people comes 
from a comparison withthe fi of New York 
and Boston. New York, with ail of its corruption 
expended last year $20,232,786 which, on the basis of 
its Ir of four years ago, which numbered 
1,206,299, represents an average tax of $1676 on 
each inhabitant, or only a few cents more than the 
rate in St. Louis. Boston, the city of wealth aud 

nce is by all odds the most extravagant mu- 
country. Her population of 
last year for a 
. or an average of 
$27 30 on each inhabitant, being nearly twice as 
large a rate as that in New York and St. Louis. 
These appalling figures have waked the people of 
Boston up to the necessity for doing something for 
their own salvation. A commission has been ap- 
pointed to consider the situation and recommend 
some plan by which the extravagance of the Cif, 
Government can be curtailed. Tuis commision has al- 
ready determined upon some of the features of its 
pian, It proposes that, instead of costly boards, 
each department. the Poltce Department, the 
Health Department, etc., shail hereaftar have but a 
single head. It provides for such consolidations of 
work as will enalie nineteen departments and fo;ty- 
six heads or superintendents to do tue work in 
future that is now being done by thirty-seven de- 
partmeuis 
AND ONE HUNDRED AND FIVE HEADS. 
It proposes that the executive department proper 
shall consist of the Mayor and ve 
commissioners, the latter to be elected on the 
minority representation plan. These area few of 
the principal features, and the board entertains the 
hope that it will beabie to present a system which 
wili reduce the cost of government nearly fifty per 
cent. The expenditures above given, in the case of 
Boston, do not include either the interest tax (which 
in St. Louis is over one-third of the entire tax levy) 
or the State and county tax. St. Louis may profit 
by studying - proceedings of the Buston reform- 
ers, as she wilf donbtless soon be driven to the 
adoption of an expedient of the same character.

he most luxurious Chinese upholstery and 
furniture never invites one to idle repose 
—in fact the best furnished house is barely 
comfortable. The bed has no spring; but 
has a number of little cotton mattresses 
covered with silk; and padded counterpanes 
which are rolled up in one mass during the 
day. Such a bed represents a perfect square, 
covered like a catafalque. The lighter inrni- 
ture, of a very handsome hard wood, are stiff- 
looking; the tables are usually heavy, mas-

A Chinese parlor always looks like a council 
hall. Against the center of the wali at the 
further end a divan is always placed, covered 
with very thin mattresses. At either side is a 
row of chairs, and on the floor beside each chair 
isa magnificent porcelain vase—precisely the 
same as those Chinese vases we use for mantel- 
piece ornaments. These vases are used simply 
as spittoons. Lanterns symmetrically dispos 
fill the parlor with a pale light. Nothing ever 
appears disturbed or even animatec in 
vast and ial rooms during winter.

The trees are clipped 
into shapes of dragons, dogs, horses, junks, 
and to make the resemblance more striking, the 
eyes and other accessories are made in porce- 
lain. The Buddhistic temples are cove with 
porcelain tiles, and built usually in the center 
of an artificial pond where ducks live in multi- 
tudes, the duck being the favorite bird of 
the Chinese.

What skill for all trades and 
callings! The boatwomen who pass their 
whole life upon the water,are admirable for 
their courage and patience, With their pare 
legs and arms they are veritable Nereids;— 
they leap boldly into the current to pull the 
boat over gravel bars; they wrestle against 
rapids; they wade and swim by turns—re-enter 
the junks and direct their course with astonish- 
ing ease and grace. A painter could make his 
fortune simpiy by navigating Chinese 
rivers. Wiuat wonderful types! 

It must not be supposed that one Chinese wo 
man exactiy resemvies another Chinese woman 
—it were just as rational to say that all French 
women look alike. The race type is the same; 
but the physiognomy ig very different. I have 
seen fine aquiline noses, long or oval faces. But 
ali these women have bright, intelligent, decid- 
ed, energetic features. Their costume is simple, 
very graceful; and some little jewel of jade al- 
ways glimmers inthe ear, or on the swarthy 
arto. 


The working woman runs, goes every where. 
She has the boid, brusque manner of the person 
who is whoily self-dependent, and is conscious 
of her force to do and dare. She is the exact 
counterpart of the aristocratic iady who stag- 
gers about upon her little feet. 

A good example of Chinese high life is shown 
by the tact that if anyone asks what sort of a 
woman some great mandarin has married, the 
answer is always given, with an air of | 
surprise: Ohl a woman with little feet, of 
course!” That is to say, he has not married 
beneath him. 

It seems that poor humanity is not quite sat- 
istied with all the misfortunes and pains which 
Nature inflicts, but must needs invent artificial 
evils, among which | may cite the compression 
of the waist by E women, and the 
deforming of the feet among Chinese ladies— 
two tortures, each of which involves the most
